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layer 3 is a second insulating layer formed on a first insulating layer, as is recited in claim 2. 
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layer. Accordingly, since both Yaroada and Miyaun fan to describe or suggest this feature, any 
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insulation layer 109 is formed between, a first insulating layer and an organic compound layer 
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Urabe (U.S. Patent No, 6,6141 74) in view of Miyauti, Applicant requests reconsideration and 
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over Urabe in view of Nagayama and Yamada. Applicant requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of these rejections for the reasons discussed above. 
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Apphcant submits that all claims arc in condition for allowance. 
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
